According to the Neue Freie Presse 
of Vienna, a company is being form- 
ed to provide a thoating sanitarium 
for invalids likely to derive benefit 
from a sea voyage, but whose re- 
quirements are not at all or only 
imperfectly met by a voyage on ordin- 
ary vessels.

other exercises. All cabins are to 
constructed so as to afford their oe- 
cupants a maximum of direct licht 
and air.

Every one pictures the Italian as } 
eating macaroni, Wiat if I tell | 
you that the Italiaus, taking them as a 
people, do not ext macaroni, and yet | 
dhis is virtually true. Macaroni in Italy | 
costs 4 tu 8 cents a pound, and it is! 
too costly for common tse. It is about 
as accurate to say that the Italians 
‘ive on macaroni as that the Amert- 
tans live on turkey. Macaroni to the 
working Italian is a luxury, You often 
see young fellows on a holiday in- 
dulging in a dish in a restaurant or 
before a strect cook stand about as 
Americans would eat ice cream <A 
sustomary workinan's dinner is a hunk 
of bread broken apart and “buttered” 
with a few traces of tomato sauce, As 
for ment, it is the greatest rarity, and 
the only drink they can afford is wa- 
ter, which has the advantage of being 
cheap and filling. The Italians at 
home are not only temperate, but ab- 
stemious, Wine and beer and even 
tea, coffee and chocolate are forbidden 
to them on account of the expense. In 
all Italy we saw no one under the in- 
fluence of liquor. So also there Is 
practically no smoking. The govern- 
ment has a monopoly of the tobacco 
business, buys its supplies in quantl- 
tles direct In America and elsewhere 
and charges three prices for every- 
thing. The few tobacco shops keep a 
Plece of smoldering tow tied at the 
doorpost, so that patrons and passers 
may light their cigars by it—Los An- 
geles Times.

How to Prevent It In Meat, Fish and 
Crabs. 


The reports of cases of pwmaine 
poisoning from eating crabs should | 
& warning to housekeepers and | 
cooks as to all kinda of ptomanie | 
dangers. A ptomaine is not a mi- 
crobe, but is the product of a mis | 
crobe, as all grain alcohol is the 
product of fermentation, caused by | 
the yeast microbe, which changes 
sugar into alcohol. Alcohol itseli is, 
therefore, a ptomaine, but as to its 
poisonous effects opinions will con- 
tinue to differ. Vinegar is anotier | 
tomaine, the product of the microbe | 
yeoderma acete. This ptomaine is | 
not dangerous when properly used. | 
But there are many dangerous pto | 
maines, the products of various 
putrefactive microbes. The micrubes 
themselves may always be killed by | 
boiling, but ptomaines may not be | 
so killed, as boiled alcohol is still | 
alcohol. 
Baltimore American, to prevent pte | 
maine poisoning in meat, fish, crabs | 
or any other article of diet is to kill | 
the microbes aid thus prevent the 
production of ptomaine. 
Crabs are not healthy unless killed 
by severe and sudden heat, as by 
being thrown alive into boiling water. 


This practice appears to be cruel, / 


but it is just the contrary, as the hot 
water causes the crab to lose con/| 
sciousness instantly aud its sufferin 
Ceases at once.

If crabs are kept six houra aftér | 
boiling, they should be boiled agajin | 
for at least a few moments, affer | 
which they may be kept safel or | 
another six hours. Then they showld | 
be boiled again, for the same reason 
¢ before, to prevent the production 
ol ptomaine, It is not safe to keep 
crabs, fish, meata or any other ke 
ed articles of food longer than siz 
or eight hours without reboiliug, 
even if kept on ice.
